No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Medical  Staff. 


The  general  conduct  of  the  Attendants,  Nurses  and 
Servants  (with  two  exceptions)  has  been  good. 

No  superannuation  allowances  have  been  granted 
during  the  year. 


The  patients  have  been  visited  and  the  Wards 
inspected  at  each  meeting  by  Members  of  the 
Committee. 


The  meetings  of  the  Finance,  Stores  and  Farm 
Sub-Committees  have  been  well  attended,  and  the 
Sub-Committees  have  reported  on  the  various  matters 
under  their  supervision  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

On  the  4th  April  and  on  the  24th  instant  a 
Committee  of  the  Brighton  Board  of  Guardians 
visited  the  inmates  chargeable  to  their  Union,  and 
expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  condition  of 
their  patients. 

Committees  of  the  Cardiff  Town  Council  and  the 
West  Ham  Guardians  have  also  visited  the  patients 
received  under  contract  from  those  authorities,  and 
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left  reports  expressing  satisfaction  as  to  their  care 
and  treatment. 

The  principal  repairs  executed  or  put  in  hand  during 
the  past  year  include  the  painting  of  the  exterior  of 
the  Asylum  buildings  at  a  cost  of  ^395  8s.,  repairs 
and  renewals  to  farm  buildings  and  erection  of  a  cow 
hovel  estimated  to  cost  ^207,  repairs  to  and  painting 
of  cottages  and  officers’  quarters  in  the  main  building 
estimated  to  cost  ^85,  and  the  alteration  of  the  Male 
Infirmary  Ward  and  the  construction  of  a  new  fire 
exit  estimated  to  cost  ^73.  The  cost  of  the  repairs 
and  renewals  to  the  farm  buildings  and  the  alteration 
of  the  Male  Infirmary  Ward  and  the  construction  of 
the  new  fire  exit  will  be  charged  to  the  Building  and 
Repair  Fund. 

The  contract  with  the  County  Borough  of  West  Ham 
for  the  reception  of  30  female  patients  has  been  renewed 
for  a  further  period  of  two  years  from  the  29th  December 
last. 

There  being  no  separate  accommodation  in  the 
Asylum  for  imbecile  children,  the  Committee  have 
thought  it  desirable  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
Visiting  Committee  of  the  East  Sussex  Asylum  for 
the  reception  of  these  children — five  in  number — into 
the  Hellingly  Asylum,  where  separate  accommodation 
has  been  provided  for  this  class  of  patient.  The 
Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  separation  of  the 
children  from  the  adult  patients  will  be  attended  with 
results  beneficial  to  the  children. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report  (27th  October,  1906), 
the  Committee  informed  the  Council  that  on  more 
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than  one  occasion  their  attention  had  been  directed 
by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  to  the  desirability 
of  better  provision  being  made  for  the  safety  of  the 
Asylum  in  case  of  fire,  and  that  the  Committee  were 
giving  the  matter  their  most  careful  attention. 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances, 
the  Committee  decided  upon  the  erection  of  a  Water 
Tower  in  the  Asylum  Grounds  containing  tanks  of  a 
capacity  of  100,000  gallons,  connected  by  a  pumping 
main  with  the  existing  Asylum  pumping  station  and 
with  a  system  of  mains  communicating  with  the 
existing  supply  of  the  Asylum. 

Plans  and  specification  were  accordingly  prepared 
by  the  Asylum  Surveyor  (Mr.  J.  G.  Gibbins)  and 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  approval. 
This  was  given  in  January  last,  and  tenders  having 
been  obtained  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  the 
erection  of  the  tower,  including  the  provision  of  tanks 
and  fittings,  at  a  cost  of  £"3,390.  A  system  of  water 
mains  encircling  the  Asylum  and  provided  with  fire 
hydrants  at  appropriate  points  were  designed  by  the 
Corporation  Waterworks  Engineer  (Mr.  James 
Johnston),  and  the  necessary  pipes  and  hydrants  have 
been  provided  and  laid  under  his  supervision  at  a 
cost  of  £"1,072  7s.  7d. 

The  stand  pipes,  hose  branches  and  attachments 
necessary  for  use  in  connection  with  the  fire  hydrants 
have  been  provided  at  a  cost  of  £"99  3s.  6d. 

The  entire  expenditure  on  the  Water  Tower,  mains 
and  fire  appliances  will  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Building 
and  Repair  Fund. 
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In  consequence  of  a  report  from  the  National  Boiler 
Insurance  Company  that  the  two  boilers  used  for  the 
supply  of  steam  for  cooking  and  heating  in  the  building 
generally  were  worn  out,  and  in  their  then  condition 
were  unsafe  for  use  except  at  reduced  pressure,  the 
Committee,  after  obtaining  expert  advice  on  the  matter, 
decided  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  demand  to 
be  made  upon  the  boilers  would  be  greater  in  the 
future,  it  was  advisable  to  replace  the  existing  boilers 
by  two  new  Lancashire  boilers  of  slightly  larger 
capacity  and  to  enlarge  the  boiler  house  so  far  as  was 
required  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  boilers. 
Contracts  have  been  entered  into  for  the  supply  and 
fixing  of  the  two  new  boilers  at  the  price  of  ^645, 
and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  boiler  house  and  other 
incidental  works  at  a  cost  of  ^664.  The  boilers  are 
now  in  course  of  erection.  This  expenditure  will  also 
be  defrayed  out  of  the  Building  and  Repair  Fund. 

On  the  23rd  May  last,  the  Committee  reported  to 
the  Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  accounts  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  accounts  will 
be  published  in  the  Committee’s  Annual  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  the 
Council  that  since  the  date  of  their  last  Annual 
Report  (27th  October,  1906),  the  Building  and  Repair 
Fund  has  been  increased  from  ^8,612  2s.  5d.  to 
^13,064  14s.  id.  This  includes  the  sum  of  ^1,059 
18s.  7d.,  which  has  been  derived  from  the  same  source 
during  the  September  quarter  but  has  not  yet  been 
handed  over  to  the  Fund. 

As  the  Council  are  aware,  this  Fund  consists  of 
the  excess  arising  from  the  receipts  in  respect  of 
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maintenance  of  patients  taken  under  contract  from 
other  Authorities  or  otherwise  chargeable  to  Unions 
outside  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton.

Consequently  the  balance  of  the  Building  and 
Repair  Fund  is  ^*10,251  4s.  gd.,  out  of  which  the 
balance  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  the 
Water  Tower  and  the  cost  of  the  works  of  repair 
now  in  progress,  estimated  to  amount  to  about  ^3,300, 
remain  to  be  paid. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the 
desirability  of  making  provision  for  the  accommodation 
in  a  separate  building  on  the  Asylum  Estate  for 
Private  patients  of  a  class  able  to  pay  a  moderate 
sum  (about  25s.  weekly)  in  respect  of  their  main¬ 
tenance  and  treatment. 

In  this  connection  they  have  caused  enquiries  to  be 
made  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  accommodation 
of  this  description  provided  at  other  County  and 
Borough  Asylums,  and  a  deputation  of  their  body 
has  visited  the  Asylums  at  the  Isle  of  Wight  and 
at  Dorchester,  at  both  of  which  Institutions  separate 
accommodation  for  Private  patients  is  provided,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  on  the  subject. 
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After  careful  consideration  of  the  information  thus 
obtained  the  Committee  are  giving  their  attention  to 
a  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  the  existing  Sanatorium 
Buildings  into  a  department  for  the  accommodation 
of  about  20  women  patients  of  a  quiet  and  harmless 
class,  and  as  soon  as  the  particulars  of  the  scheme 
are  sufficiently  developed  to  permit  of  the  matter 
being  presented  to  the  Council  the  Committee  will 
report  with  the  details  of  the  scheme  and  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  for  the  consideration  and  approval  of  the 
Council. 

The  Committee  again  have  pleasure  in  recording 
their  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which 
Dr.  Walker  continues  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
Medical  Superintendent,  and  in  expressing  their 
satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  his  Medical 
Colleagues  and  the  Staff  generally  discharge  their 
respective  duties.

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County  Borough 
Asylum,  being  the  Forty-ninth  since  the  opening  of 
the  Asylum. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1907,  have  been — Males,  61;  Females,  97; 
Total,  1 58. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males,  33 ; 
Females,  45  ;  Total,  78. 

The  Deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been — 
Males,  39;  Females,  39;  Total,  78. 

The  Average  Number  Daily  Resident  during  the  year 
has  been — Males,  388;  Females,  502;  Total,  890. 

The  Numbers  in  the  Asylum  this  day,  30th  September, 
1907,  are — Males,  382;  Females,  514;  Total,  896.

The  total  number  of  patients  chargeable  to  Brighton 
and  to  the  Steyning  Union  has  increased  by  4,  viz., 
a  decrease  of  Males,  4 ;  and  an  increase  of  Females,  8. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  from  the  Parish  of 
Brighton  and  from  the  portion  of  Steyning  Union  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Brighton  have  been — Males,  47 ; 
Females,  74 ;  Total,  121. 

Of  the  Admissions,  141  in  number  (excluding  transfers 
from  other  Asylums),  i-§  per  cent,  less  of  the  Males,  but 
11  per  cent,  more  of  the  females,  were  deemed  curable. 
Excluding  transfers  from  other  Asylums,  the  percentage 
of  those  discharged  as  recovered  within  the  year  is 
7  per  cent,  higher  than  last  year.

The  Discharges  were  78,  of  whom  33  were  Males 
and  45  Females. 

Of  the  33  Males  who  were  discharged,  19  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  35.8  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  four  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  ten  were  removed  to  other  Asylums. 

Of  the  45  Females  who  were  discharged,  27  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  30.7  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  eight  were  discharged 
to  the  care  of  friends  and  10  were  transferred  to  other 
Asylums. 

Seventy-eight  deaths  occurred,  viz.,  39  Males,  39 
Females.  The  death  rate,  based  on  the  average  daily 
number  resident,  is  Males,  10. o;  Females,  7.7.  bor 
both  sexes  8.7  per  cent.  Of  the  total  deaths  seven 
were  due  to  phthisis,  nine  to  bronchitis  or  pneumonia, 
10  to  heart  disease,  seven  to  epilepsy,  12  to  general 
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paralysis,  one  to  old  age,  and  the  remaining  32  to 
various  forms  of  brain  disease  or  other  constitutional 
disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  52.6 
years — Males,  50.6;  Females,  54.5. 

The  Coroner  ordered  an  Inquest  on  three  of  the 
deaths.  The  first  enquiry  concerned  the  death  of  a 
Male  patient  who  fell  when  struggling  with  another 
patient,  and  died  three  weeks  afterwards  from  a 
succession  of  epileptic  fits.  The  Jury  returned  a  verdict 
that  death  was  due  to  epilepsy  of  long  standing  and  to 
natural  causes  only. 

The  second  was  held  on  the  body  of  a  Male  patient 
found  dead  in  bed  when  the  patients  were  getting  up 
in  the  morning.  The  verdict  was  that  death  arose 
from  suffocation,  the  result  of  a  fit,  and  was  due  to 
accidental  causes. 

The  third  enquiry  was  also  concerning  the  death  of  a 
Male  patient,  who  fell  accidentally  and  received  a 
fracture  of  the  hip.  He  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
the  fracture,  but  died  seven  weeks  afterwards  of  inter- 
current  disease.  The  verdict  returned  was  death  from 
natural  causes. 
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Three  accidents  involving  fracture  of  bones  have 
occurred.  The  first  happened  to  a  Male  patient  who 
slipped  in  a  passage  leading  to  the  Ward  and  fell, 
fracturing  his  left  hip.  The  patient  died  seven  weeks 
afterwards,  and  his  death  was  the  subject  of  an  inquiry 
by  the  Coroner  as  previously  stated.  A  fracture  of  the 
left  hip  was  the  second  accident,  a  Female  patient 
falling  from  a  chair  in  which  she  was  sitting.  This 
patient  made  a  satisfactory  recovery  from  the  injury. 
A  fall  in  a  fit  caused  the  fracture  of  the  right  clavicle  of 
a  Male  patient.  The  patient  recovered  from  the  injury. 

There  have  been  two  escapes,  one  of  a  Female 
patient,  the  other  of  a  Male.  The  Female  escaped 
through  a  window  during  the  night,  and  after  a  few 
hours’  absence  was  brought  back  to  the  Asylum. 
The  Male  patient  walked  out  of  an  Airing  Court, 
the  door  by  some  means  having  been  left  unlocked, 
and  after  an  absence  of  ten  days  was  also  brought 
back  to  the  Asylum. 

Visits  have  been  made  by  Committees  of  the 
Brighton  and  West  Ham  Guardians  and  of  the  Cardiff 
City  Council,  and  they  have  expressed  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  care  and  treatment  their  patients  receive. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
Female  patients,  it  was  found  necessary  to  bring  back 
to  the  Main  Building  the  Male  patients  occupying  the 
Sanatorium,  and  to  replace  them  by  Female  patients. 

The  Contract  with  the  West  Ham  Authorities  for 
the  reception  of  30  Females,  which  expired  last 
December,  has  been  renewed  for  a  further  period  of 
two  years. 
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A  Contract  is  being  arranged  with  the  East  Sussex 
Asylum  Authorities  for  the  reception  of  five  idiot  or 
imbecile  children  into  their  Children’s  Block,  there 
being  no  separate  accommodation  for  them  in  this 
Institution. 

The  work  of  re-decorating  the  Wards,  Dormitories 
and  Single  Rooms  and  staining  and  polishing  the 
floors  has  been  proceeded  with  during  the  year,  also 
repairs  to  the  roof,  painting  the  exterior  of  the  Asylum, 
re-decoration  of  several  of  the  Officers’  Rooms  and 
Cottages  and  repairs  to  the  Farm  Buildings. 

Alterations  and  improvements  have  been  made  to 
the  Male  Infirmary  Ward  by  taking  down  a  wall 
and  carrying  the  weight  above  on  two  girders,  thus 
improving  the  ventilation  and  accessibility  of  several 
Single  Rooms,  and  providing  space  for  three  additional 
beds.  An  additional  exit  in  case  of  fire  has  also  been 
made  from  this  Ward. 

The  National  Boiler  Insurance  Co.  having  reported 
that  it  would  be  unsafe  to  work  the  two  house  boilers 
at  a  pressure  which  is  necessary  to  keep  up  the 
required  amount  of  steam,  new  boilers  have  been 
ordered.  It  has  been  considered  advisable,  in  order 
to  meet  future  requirements,  that  they  should  be  of 
larger  size.  This  necessitates  enlarging  the  boiler 
house.  The  work  is  in  progress. 

The  plans  for  the  Water  Tower,  tanks  and  fire 
mains,  having  received  the  sanction  of  a  Secretary 
of  State,  the  Tower  has  been  built,  the  tank  and 
connections  are  nearly  ready,  and  the  fire  main  has 
been  laid.  Standpipes,  hose  and  other  necessary 
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appliances  have  been  purchased,  so  that  shortly  the 
Asylum  should  have  at  its  disposal  ample  means  for 
dealing  with  an  outbreak  of  fire. 

With  the  exception  of  two  Male  Attendants  who 
were  dismissed  for  disobeying  orders,  the  conduct  of 
the  Staff  generally  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Staff  of  Officers, 
and  it  affords  your  Medical  Superintendent  much 
pleasure  to  again  acknowledge  the  support  and 
assistance  he  receives  from  them. 

He  also  begs  to  thank  you,  Gentlemen,  for  the  great 
kindness  and  consideration  he  invariably  receives  at 
your  hands.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Brighton  Asylum. 


4th  December ,  1907. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  Asylum,  which  continues 
to  be  maintained  in  good  order. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  members  of  our  Board, 
290  patients  have  been  admitted,  130  discharged  or 
removed,  of  whom  67  had  recovered,  and  129  have 
died.  There  are  now  on  the  Statutory  Books  of  the 
Asylum  the  names  of  895  patients,  of  whom  382  are 
of  the  male  and  513  of  the  female  sex.  Seventeen 
patients  are  of  the  private  class,  and  266  are  Out- 
County  patients  chargeable  to  the  Unions  of  Cuckfield, 
West  Ham  and  Cardiff.  One  patient  is  out  on  trial. 
We  saw  to-day  all  the  894  patients  now  resident  in 
the  Asylum,  giving  them  the  opportunity  of  speaking 
to  us,  of  which  many  availed  themselves. 

The  only  complaint  of  a  serious  character  was  made 
by  a  female  patient,  who  made  charges  of  cruelty  and 
general  roughness  to  other  patients  than  herself  against 
the  nurses  in  Female  Ward  6.  We  made  a  full 
examination  into  these  allegations,  and  examined  several 
witnesses  whose  names  had  been  mentioned  to  us  by 
the  original  complainant  as  persons  who  would  be 
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able  to  corroborate  her  statements,  with  the  result  that 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  her  charges  had  no 
foundation  in  fact. 

The  patients,  except  in  the  Wards  where  the  most 
troublesome  cases  are  congregated,  were  quiet  and  well 
behaved,  and  clean  and  tidy  in  appearance.  The 
Wards,  which  were  well  supplied  with  plants,  are 
bright  and  comfortable,  the  Dormitories  clean  and  well 
ventilated,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  satisfactory. 

Some  of  the  Wards,  however,  especially  on  the  Male 
side,  are  somewhat  lacking  in  books  and  simple  amuse¬ 
ments  to  attract  and  interest  the  patients. 

There  is  now  vacant  accommodation  for  6  Males  and 
15  Females. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10s. 
for  home  patients,  14s.  to  17s.  6d.  for  Out-County 
patients,  and  16s.,  and  in  a  few  cases  42s.,  for 
Private  patients. 

We  saw  a  good  meal  of  meat  pie  or  pudding  with 
potatoes  and  another  vegetable  served  in  the  Women’s 
Dining  Hall,  which  most  of  them  appeared  to  appreciate. 

The  average  numbers  of  patients  attending  the 
religious  services,  and  the  weekly  entertainments, 
walking  out  beyond  the  Asylum  Estate,  and  usefully 
employed  are  satisfactory,  and  do  not  call  for  special 
mention. 

We  think  surprise  visits  should  from  time  to  time 
be  made  by  the  Head  Attendants  on  both  sides  when 
the  patients  are  going  to  bed  ;  at  the  present  time  we 
understand  that  such  visits  are  never  made. 
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Struggles  of  any  severity  between  attendants,  nurses 
and  patients  should  be  entered  on  the  daily  report 
sheets  as  well  as  immediately  reported  ;  we  think  also 
that  the  report  sheets  should  be  preserved  for  at  least 
two  years. 

The  occasions  on  which  money  allowances  are  made 
to  patients  out  on  trial  continue  to  be  few  in  number. 
We  think  that  this  is  mistaken  policy,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  such  allowances  are  often  most  beneficial  to 
patients  in  promoting  their  complete  recovery,  and 
therefore  in  many  cases  ultimately  prove  economical. 

Alterations  or  improvements  that  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  since  the  last  visit  consist  of  the  re-decoration 
of  several  dormitories  and  single  rooms  as  well  as  the 
staining  and  polishing  floors  on  the  Female  side.  A 
new  exit  has  been  provided  to  the  Male  Infirmary 
Ward,  which  has  in  other  ways  been  improved.  A  new 
boiler  has  been  laid  down  in  the  boiler  house,  where 
some  other  alterations  have  also  been  effected. 

The  New  Water  Tower,  the  plans  for  which  were 
approved  about  a  year  ago,  has  been  completed,  but 
we  regret  to  learn  is  not  yet  in  use,  the  tanks  having 
proved  seriously  defective. 

We  understand  that  the  Committee  have  a  scheme 
before  them  to  utilise  the  Sanatorium  as  a  Ward  for 
Female  Private  patients;  the  proposal  is  one  which 
we  are  sure  will  meet  the  approval  of  our  Board,  as 
the  building  is  larger  than  was  necessary  for  its 
original  purpose.  If  carried  out,  the  scheme  will 
necessitate  the  erection  of  a  small  and  inexpensive 
building  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
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The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  but  in 
two  cases  in  which  death  was  associated  with  fractures 
of  bones,  and  in  two  other  instances,  inquests  were  held. 

Including  those  just  referred  to  there  have  been 
altogether  nine  serious  casualties,  all  of  them  being 
fractures  of  bones,  which  were  in  five  cases  occasioned 
by  accidental  falls ;  one  was  due  to  a  fall  during  a  fit, 
one  to  a  struggle  with  the  attendants,  one  to  a  blow 
from  a  fellow  patient,  and  in  one  instance,  in  which  a 
rib  was  fractured,  the  cause  was  not  clearly  ascertained. 

The  list  of  epidemic  and  zymotic  diseases  that  have 
occurred  comprise  some  cases  of  influenza,  a  few  of 
mumps  and  seventeen  of  dysentery,  all  on  the  Female 
side,  three  of  which  proved  fatal.  Only  three  of  the 
dysentery  cases  have  arisen  during  the  current  year, 
none  are  now  under  treatment,  and  the  health  of  the 
institution  is  to-day  satisfactory,  only  six  men  and  23 
women  being  confined  to  bed. 

The  strength  of  the  Staff  remains  about  the  same 
as  last  year,  and  the  duration  of  service  is  satisfactory. 

The  medical  records  continue  to  be  well  kept.
